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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-11 and 20-34 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon conclusion of 
a comprehensive prior art search, and in response to claim amendments suggested by 
Applicant's Representative in a telephone Interview on 01/14/2004, the Examiner 
indicates that the claims are allowable. Neal et al US Patent 6033254, Boe US Patent 
6362978, Siwinski US Patent 5537294, George US Patent 4640561, Bellino et al US 
Patent 5943219 and Green et al US Patent 5409384 all disclose elements of the 
claimed Invention such as a backplane , a printed circuit board, printed circuit board 
carrier. Patentability lies at least in part in the recitation of the bracket having first and 
second legs electrically contacting the backplane and the clip electrically engaged with 
the second leg, the carrier and the printed circuit board. Nowhere is there a 
combination, alone, or, in part disclosing all the limitations as claimed by the Applicant.
